If there beany fact authenticated in hiftory, it 
is this, that Pompey, who was oftener called the 
handfotme than the great, never -uled more than 
one finger in {cratching his head. For this he

| dius, by Seneca the elder, Ammianas Marcelli- 


nus, and the Emperor Julian. 

Juiius Cefar, another Roman ftill more illa@ri- 
ous, fignalifed himfelf in a fimilar manner, es we 
learn from Cicero and Plutarch, It is really wor- 
thy of remark, that the empire of the world was 
then contefted for by two men who were the bett 
fcratchers of theirage ; and, for the honour of 
the gods, I would willingly believe, that, at 
Pharlalia, they decided in favour of him who had 
brought the art to the highelt degree of perfec- 


tion. ee 
‘J here Can be nowfoubt but that, for the lat 


ten years, we have inherited this fathion from the 
Greeks and Romans ; and all.our young heads, 
rounded after the manner of the ancients, are fo 
many proofs of the fact. Is it mot, therefore, 
grievous to behold thofe pretty black heads 
icratched with fuch barbarous rufticity?

A letter has been received from the conful of the Uni-
